Kansas City, Mo., Aug. 27.—That 
there can be no permanent peace on 


! earth until rulers recognize the teach 
ings of Christ and hearken to the ap 
peal of the pope, was the keynote of 
an address here by Archbishop Ed 
ward J. Hanna of San Francisco be 
fore the American Federation of Cath- 
olic Societies.

City and County Official* Will Organ
